A committee of three members 
of the Vulcan Lions Club, delegated 
to investigate the possibility of get¬ 
ting natural gas into Vulcan at 
some future time, brought back an 
encouraging report from their In¬ 
terview with authorities in Cal¬ 
gary last week. 

The committee members, John 
Jamison, John Mitchell and Arnold 
Lloyd, first met with Dr. J. O .G. 

Sanderson, consulting geologist, 
who advised that there was a good 
possibility of \Vildcat oil exploration 
in this district next year. Should 
such a test hole, being drilled with¬ 
in a reasonable distance of the 
town, strike gas in commercial 
quantities, the well would be taken 
over by a private syndicate or the 
Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Co. as a source of supply for the 
town of Vulcan. 

A private syndicate drilling for 
gas in this area would have three 
chances out of five of_ striking 
natural gas in commercial quant¬ 
ity. Such an undertaking would 
be a very expensive one, said Dr. 

Sanderson, as the cost of drilling 
would be about ten dollars a foot 
and, in this area, it would be 
necessary to drill to about 4500 
feet. Then, too, there would be 
the big chance of striking a dry 
hole. 

Dr. Sanderson has accepted an 
invitation to address the Lions 
Club on this matter sometime later 
In the year.

A very informative talk was had 
with .the Canadian Western, Natur¬ 
al Gas Co.’s engineer, who said 
that his company would be very 
pleased to look into the matter of 
supplying Vulcan with natural gas,

Above all, never leave.children 
alone, or keep matches within their 
reach. Smoke pipes should never 
be run closer than 18 inches from 
a wall, unless, protection is given. 
They should be securely fastened 
together to the stove or chimney 
to prevent their falling in case of 
a gas explosion in the stove. 

Always use a flashlight instead 
of a match for light to hunt in a 
clothes closet, etc.

Leduc Oilfield 
Plans Model Town 


It is reported that the new town 
site developing as a result of the 
strike of oil at Ledue is to be a 
model town, the first of this nature 
in Alberta It is to be built on the 
banks of the North Saskatchewan 
rear the field. 

It is said that preliminary plans 
have a setup to provide sites lor 
housing 200 families. Provision is 
made also for business places, 
municipal buildings, a community 
centre, parks and recreation 
gorunds, etc. A full sewage sys¬ 
tem is provided for together with 
light and gas installation. 

It is expected that such a town, 
designed on lines of definite plan¬ 
ning, will serve as a model, and 
may help other towns in correcting 
some of the haphazard phases of 
the centres that just grew without 
planning.

A wrist watch means 30 hours 
wages in U.S.A., but 1600 hours in 
Russia. 

Goloshes mean the wage from 
S hours work in U.S.A., and 160 
hours in Russia.

Alta. Asphalt 
For Roadways 


(C. V. Myers, Calgary Herald) 

The asphalt business In Alberta 
is in full swing. The Husky Oil 
tnd Kefining Company at Lloyd- 
minster is turning out 800 to 1,000 
barrels a day of.high grade pro¬ 
duct. The asphalt is go ng to the 
Alberta government for road 
building and to Saskatchewan. 

-The. Alberta government is us¬ 
ing asphalt in its road building 
program, applying it now at Le- 
duc, Stony Plain and Drumheller. 

Husky is processing 2,200 to 2,- 
barrels oT oil a day, between 
65.000 and 70,000 barrels a month. 
Of this, 1,500 barrels a day is go¬ 
ing through the asphalt plant. Re¬ 
covery is about 55 per cent asphalt 
the balance is fuel oil, furnace oil 
and light ends. 

The Husky plant could produce 
op to 1,400 barrels of recovereo 
nsphalt a day when running at .ca¬ 
pacity. So far the supply of crune 
h;is not been suffic ent to allow 
capacity production. Of 2,200 to 
2,400 barrels a day received, by 
Husky, 700 to 900 barrels are pro¬ 
cessed as fuel oil for use by the C. 
N.R. and other fuel consumers. 
The C.N.R. is using 400-to 500T>ar- 


In endeavoring to explain to 
to people here the deep- 
seated religious d.fference6 split¬ 
ting India, Rev. Archie Gordon 
in a recent address at High River 
spoke of the conflicting faiths of 
Moslem and Hindoo.

Sikhs nominate Sikh can¬ 
didates,, Moslems and Hindoos the 
same. Each has its own area of 
influence which it hopes to control. 
Vet even here there are confusions. 

The Punjab is considered a Mos¬ 
lem prov nee, yet 27% of the pt„ 
pie are Hindoos and 12% Sikhs, 
thus leaving only- 61% Moslem. 
The Punjab has been put under 
Pakistan, a Moslem dominion. 

The Hindoos are moving out 
from this Moslem domination, but 
before they go they seek to kill 
Moslems. And the same condition 
prevails in Hindustan provinces 
where Moslems are on the move. 
But before they go they must de¬ 
stroy the hated Hindoos.

We become curiouser and cur- 
iouser to learn why the dis&p- 
po.ntment U.N delegates feel on 
account of the way Russian 
delegates are behaving, and 
again we are constrained to point 
out that they could have avoided 
disappointment by giving -full 
credence to what Soviet delegates 
say as Communists and less to 
what they say, on occasion, as 
diplomats. They speak truth 
when they proclaim their missioir 
to bring about a world revolution 
against what they call capital¬ 
ism; they lie occasionally when 
they sing lullabies about their 
desire for peace. 

• • • 

Why other nations should fear 
that Russia may quit the U.N. 
passeth all understanding. It 
cannot be that they are serious, 
for Russia could not possibly do 
so much mischief, and they could 
do so mucji more peace-work, if 
she were out. It must be that it is 
to appease Russia’s friends in 
their own countries—those soft¬ 
headed sob.brothers who fear 
that the little fellows may turn 
against the big bully and his 
gang and beat them up. They 
need not be afraid that the Sov¬ 
iet delegates will quit so profit¬ 
able a game. They will remain 
so long as they can use peace con¬ 
ferences as sound-trucks for prop 
aganda and barricades for ob¬ 
struction • 

• • •■ 

The Russian delegates to the 
Security Council showed what lit¬ 
tle respect they had for the laws 
of other nations when they walk¬ 
ed off the bdat, by-passing the 
immigration authorities and leav¬ 
ing the vessel liable to a fine of 
$1000 In each case. The delegates 
of no other nations were so dis¬ 
courteous. It is Russia’s disregard 
for the laws of other nations that 
compels Canada to spend some 
money and employ R.C.M.P. to 
protect Ignor Goshenko from be¬ 
ing killed. Senator Turgeon of 
British Columbia thinks we must 
use every effort to dispel Rus¬ 
sia’s suspicions of us, but Mos¬ 
cow will never forgive us for ex¬ 
posing its spies and protecting 
Goshenko from their assassins. 


The execution of Petkov, the 
anti-Communist leader in Bulgar¬ 
ia, was approved, and probably 
instigated by the Kremlin. It is 
a murder such as that of Mikhlo- 
vitch in Yugoslavia by Marshal 
Tito Such crimes are common 
where the present rulers of Rus¬ 
sia hold sway, but that does not 
diminish the fervor of the Cana¬ 
dian Legion for Soviet Friend¬ 
ship although it would never ap¬ 
prove the murder of Winston 
Churchill by the Labor govern¬ 
ment after due trial on the charge 
of being an enemy of the people 
and a reactionary plotter against 
the Socialist regime.

Soviet delegates to Flushing 
Meadows deem it a good place in 
which to use their four-flushing 
methods.

A. Moscow spokesman declared 
that President Truman and his 
Secretary of State are pursuing 
courses just as criminal as those 
of the Nazis which led to the late 
war. Marshal Staljp should call 
him up and then call him down. 
"Tavarish," he should say, “Why 
bring that up? Don’t you know 
that we made a treaty of friend, 
ship and trade with the Nazis at 
that time?”

Dr. Wu, secretary general of 
the legislative Assembly at Nan¬ 
king figures thatCommunism will 
survive even if Russia should be 
beaten militarily, because it 
“thrives on ignorance and pov¬ 
erty.” That is probably true in 
China, but in other countries it 
makes converts among the weal¬ 
thy or well-to-do, and among the 
educated classes. It is not ignor¬ 
ance but perverseness that makes 
them believe that Britain and the 
United States are hamstringing 
the United Nations although that 
accusation comes from the coun¬ 
try that has used the veto twenty 
two times.

el. It is Calculated that it would 
take thrpe carloads of wheat v at 
present prices to fetch the satne 
amount of money as did this one 
carload of rye. 


(Saskatoon Phoenix) 

The price of flour made from 
bard wheat has gone up $4.06 a 
barrel as a result of price decon¬ 
trol this month. Two points con¬ 
cerning this increase are worth 
noting. The first is that, under the 
conditions by which the wheat 
board paid a substantial subsidy on 
wheat used for human consumption 
as flour in Canada, there was no 
stock of flour on which the subsidy 
had been paid. In other words, the 
millers are not- how able to sell 
flour on which the subsidy had al¬ 
ready been collected at the new 
price, thus profiting two ways 
This point is explained by the fol¬ 
lowing facts. The mills have pur¬ 
chased wheat at $1.68*4 a bushel. 
On flour entering into human con¬ 
sumption in Canada, the wheat 
board paid a subsidy of 81*4 cents 
a bushel of wheat. But the subsidy

ci ease in the price of flour is not 
accounted for entirely by the re¬ 
moval of the subsidy. It takes ap¬ 
proximately 4*4 bushels of prairie 
wheat to make one barrel of flour, 
so the increase of 81 1/8 cents a 
bushel on wheat used for flour for 
human consumption in Canada rep¬ 
resents a straight increase of 
$3.65 per barrel 

Other costs entering into the 
price of flour include containers 
and bags, transportation and la¬ 
bor, and supplies. One company 
has estimated the increased cost 
arising from these items, whicn 
were not allowed to increase the 
price while flour was controlled, to 
be 75 cents a barrel. Only 40 cents 
of the increase from this source 
has been charged to flour. The 
other 35 cents has been added to 
the cost of bran, shorts and mid¬ 
dlings, which have go'ne up $10 a 
ton. The increase of $4.05 a barrel 
of flour is explained, therefore as 
$3.65 due to the removal of the 
subsidy and 40 cents due to other 
milling costs
